4. Michael G. Cristofalo and Steven Riedl, the joint inventors of the subject 
matter of this application, were, at the time that the subject matter was invented, 
employees of ACTV, Inc. and nCube [hereinafter referred to as ACTV and nCube 
respectively], U.S. corporations to which all of the rights in the present application 
have been assigned. Exhibit A are copies of Statements Under 37 CFR 3.73(b) for 
Michael G. Cristofalo and Steven Riedl and copies of Assignments by Michael
